Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10, 17-25 and 28-29 are allowed over the prior art of record as 
amended in the 10/20/2008 reply with claims 8, 9 and 28 rejoined into the application. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose either 
singly or in combination the claimed device of a balloon catheter that is directed to distal 
tip designs for the catheter, with the distal tip material being positioned about an inner 
shaft. The distal tip material may also be used as a tie layer for thermally bonding two 
incompatible materials together, such as a waist portion of a balloon to the inner shaft. 
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The closest prior art of record is Schwab et al. (USPN5,769,819) and Lee et al. 
(USPN6, 01 0,521), however these references do not disclose the device as claimed or 
described above. 

Regarding claims 1 and 23, the closest prior art of record fails to teach among all 
the limitations or render obvious the specific balloon catheter tip structure with the distal 
tip layer being at least distally coextensive with the shaft and the distal tip layer 
comprising materials used for thermally bonding different catheter sections that are not 
capable of direct thermal bonding. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
